Home Titles First! 


An Editorial 


The law enunciated by the Prime Minister in regard 
to advising His Most Gracious Majesty about the granting 
of titles in Canada is bad; in fact it is very bad law indeed. 
Surely there is some emergency fund at Ottawa out of 
which a trifling amount, say twenty-five dollars as a 
maximum in these hard times, could have been paid to the 
nearest lawyer for a correct statement of the law. 


The idea that the Senate has to concur with the Com- 
mons before any Resolution of the Commons is binding 
on the Prime Minister is just as wild and crazy as the 
Prime Minister’s tariff policy. 

The Prime Minister is responsible to the Commons. 
Once the Commons yote want of confidence in the Prime 
Minister out he goes; and a unanimous vote of the Senate 
to the contrary would be of no effect. 

Once the Commons by Resolution direct the Prime 
Minister to pursue a certain course, and he refuses to com- 
ply, out he because he thereby forfeits the confi- 
dence of the Commons.

In directing the Prime Minister to make no reeom- 
mendations regarding the bestowal of titles of nobility in 
Canada, the Canadian House of Commons does not inter- 
fere with the Royal Prerogative in any way whatever. A 
Canadian line of policy is created which is binding upon the 
Prime Minister and which he must comply with or forfeit 
the confidence of the Commons and go out of office. 


The Commons of Canada, in upholding the honour 
and dignity of the Parliamentary Institutions of Canada 
committed to their care, will no doubt indicate the nearest 
exit to the Prime Minister soon after the session opens. 


3ut this question of titles of nobility is of minor con- 
sequence, compared with the real and vital question of 
titles which now presses upon all Canada,—which is the 
question of titles to Canadian homes. 

The Prime Minister's sudden and heated interest in 
titles should extend to home titles first, and titles of nobil- 
ity afterwards. 

From the Atlantic to the Pacific the homeowners of 
Canada are losing title to their homes; inability to meet 
obligations being directly due to the tariff-mad, trade- 
strangling policies of the Conservative Administration. 

Many thousands of homeowners have already been 
foreclosed or sold out for taxes. Many thousands more 
are on the way. The real need in Canada today is not for 
titles of nobility but for titles to homes, for constructive, 
remedial action which will restore the volume of com- 
merce, of construction work, and the level of wages and 
salaries now slashed to a degree seriously injuring the 
standard of living. 

Here is ample scope for the exercise of every faculty 
which the Prime Minister and his associates possess, It 
is an exclusive necessity, from which the Administration 
should not be diverted by any contemplation of Coronets 
and Garters.

Third Catastrophe i in Nine 


Months Visits Southland

LOS ANGELES, Jan, 2.—The 


horror of another catastrophe, the 
third in nine months, flooded 
Southern California with misery, 
distress and enormous damage- 
today. Sunday the greatest single 
day of rainfall in history here 
loosed flood waters which had 
drowned at least 31 persons. In 
October 29 men were cremated 
in a brush fire. Last March an 
earthquake terrorized the south- 
land, claiming 102 lives, including 
a number of Canadians,

NO CANADIANS REPORTED 

Besides the known dead, police 
listed 27 persons as missing, 35 had 
suffered serious injury and hun- 
dreds were treated for lesser hurt 
inflicted as avalanches of debris 
poured from the surrounding moun- 
tainsides over populated areas. As 
yet no Canadian victims have been 
reported 

The full fury of the storm centred 
apparently, in the Montrose section, 
situated in the hills back of Glen- 
dale, which a few weeks ago were 
denuded of trees and shrubs by a 
disastrous fire. At dusk last night 
blinding sheets of rain fell anew in 
the stricken area, where many of 
the dead were found.

A 
better way to test the shade of bygone royalty 
would be to have a medium conjure up the 
spirit of George II of England and invite him to 
look again on Tyburn Heath where of old he 
used to hunt foxes and have malefactors sent to 
the gallows on public holidays. 

Where once he hunted in the flesh now 
stands the most modern hotel in all Europe, 
opened at Christmas time for the wonderment 
and comfort of visitors—a startling evidence of 
how Old England has survived the so-called 
depression. 

The new hotel is called The Cumberland 
after the warrior son of George II. Many a 
public house in England is called after him, for 
when not earning the title of “Butcher” Cum- 
berland he was wont to make merry with his 
people, earning from the historian the reproof 
that he “frequently behaved in a scandalous 
manner.” 

Casual visitors who do not know old London 
landmarks will better know the location of the 
great new hotel with its thousand bedrooms, 
each with its private bathroom and lobby, as 
opposite the Marble Arch. 

Canadians who sometimes complain at the 
cold bedrooms of British hotels will find their 
wants anticipated. Part of the modern service 
that would amaze “Butcher” Cumberland and 
his august father, were they to visit the scene 
of their ancient hunting, is an arrangement 
whereby the temperature of each apartment 
is regulated to the requirement of the occupant. 
The native-born Englishman may have his 
room at 55 degrees or colder while his neighbor 
from United States or Italy can sleep in an even 
atmosphere of 70 degrees. 

It is a nearly sound-proof hotel. Bells are 
abolished and light signals used instead. Walls 
and floors are double and sound-insulated. Each 
hour 2000 tons of “conditioned and purified air” 
are sent through the circulation system of the 
hotel. 


What an opportunity the owners of this de 
luxe hotel missed by not erecting it a couple of 
centuries ago. From its windows could have 
been seen the public hangings. At that time the 
London lamplighters used to erect their ladders 
on the Heath and gentlemen cn pleasure bent 
would pay £2 and [3 apiece to view the execu- 
tions from the better vantage point. Nowadays 
one can get a luxurious room at The Cumber- 
land with private bath and lobby and enjoy a 
real English table d’hote breakfast before set- 
ting out to see the sights of London, for 11 
shillings and 6 pence. 

On Tyburn Heath an illustrious array of 
victims took their last view of earth. An ex- 
Lord Mayor of London and an Archbishop of 
Armagh swung there, as did that famous crim- 
inal Jack Sheppard. Lord Ferrers, who mur- 
dered his butler, was hanged there, as was Rev. 
Dr. Dodd, a famous preacher of Johnson's day, 
who was convicted for forgery. Exhumed from 
its grave, the body of Cromwell swung there 
one day from dawn til! dusk after having pre- 
viously been honored by interment in West- 
minster Abbey. 

Malcolm who published in 1810 “Anecdotes 
of the Manners and Customs of London,” says 
there was a “Paris in London” held on the Heath 
then, with a gingerbread shop, a paint shop, a 
milliner, a fruiterer, a toyshop, a hair dresser 
and a number of amusement booths. That of 
Signor Nicola of Paris will interest the movie 
fan of today. Malcolm says of Signer Nicola’s 
booth that: 

“eight men at the command of the supposed 
Signor, exhibit a dance called the Egyptian 

Pyramids, standing on the backs, shoulders 

and arms of each other, to an astonishing 

height, the whole entertainment diversified 
by the clownish antics of Mr. Chaplin.” 

Who is the clownish Mr, Chaplin who enter- 
tained the Londoners in 1810? Is he by any 
chance a forbear of the immortal Charlie, now 
of Hollywood, but late of London?

it shows the trend of the time 
away from the former high charges and ex- 
clusiveness of European hotel living. It may 
have a bearing for each of us who have a share 
in the yearly deficits of a mammoth railroad 
and hotel system.

In sub-zero weather such us we have 
had for the past month the daily reliability of 
the railroads is a service of indispensible value 
Britain with its short runs, easy grades and 
volume of traffic doesn't face the problem of 
long hauls and sparse population that worried 
western railroad executives 

There has been a lot of experimenting of late 
with stream-lined coaches and light, speedy, 
gas-electric cars, These have been successful in 
the Old Country in helping the railroads to meet 
the competition of ihe stages Heavy equip- 
ment is probably meeded by the demands of

Do Other People 
Like You? 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Perhaps you are one of the many who have 
written to me, telling me you want to learn how 
to make other people like you. By writing such a 
letter you show you have a very fine quality— 
you are willing to learn. If you really wish to 
learn how to make yourself more likeable, you can 
learn. An interesting fact is that many of the 
motion picture stars had _ this 
same problem. Some of them 
had difficulty in making friends 
because they were shy or self- 
conscious, That they succeeded 
in learning the secret of how to 
overcome their shyness and to 
make others enjoy their com- 
pany only proves that with per- 
sistent effort, you can do the 
same, 

The desire to be friendly is a 
. healthy, wholesome desire, We 

Dr. F. MeCoy in want to like the other fel- 
low and in turn want him to like us. A lonesome, 
unpopular person is perfectly right when he asks 
for help. Someone else can aid you by teaching you 
the rules which work in the majority of cases, but 
you must make most of the effort toward becom- 
ing popular, The rules will serve as a road map 
but you must take the trip along the road to 
friendship for yourself. 

A good way to start is to make a study of the 
things you like in other people—they are looking 
for the same identical qualities in you. Those 
qualities which are likeable are remarkably sim- 
ple and usually they spring from three good char- 
acter traits: a desire to be kind, a desire to be 
tolerant, and a desire to help others. 

Others are yilling to like you, but you must 
help them do it. As long as you sit in a corner, 
lonesome and hurt, you are not helping other peo- 
ple to like you. You must be ready to go half 
way and if you fail the first few times, what of 
it? Try again and keep on trying. I am now going 
to give you some helpful points which will be of 
great assistance in making other people like you. 

First, you are to tell your friends when you be- 
lieve they are doing something well. Honest 
praise, openly given, will make a person feel safe 
and confident when he is around you. You can 
always find something good to say. Take the trou- 
ble to say something to every person you meet 
which will leave a kindly thought afterward. Sec- 
ond, you are to ugree whenever possible with what 
the other person is saying. If you can sincerely 
agree, say so. If you can not, then use a little tol- 
erance and overlook it 

A story of a very popular president, Theodore 
Roosevelt, will illustrate this point. After talking 
to a man he had just met, he said: “You are right, 
I agree with you. You ha* > just put into word 
something I have been try: ‘9 say for a long 
time.” Then and there he made a life-long friend. 

Third, you are to build up your health and to 
check over small defects which might offend, such 
as unpleasant breath. Fourth, one of the rules 
which will help you to become popular is to join 
in and give the other fellow your support when he 
asks for help. Be ready to do your part. Fifth, 
when you meet a new person, put your whole at- 
tention upon listening to him. Don't worry about 
whether he likes you, just listen. By listening 
carefully you flatter him in the first place and put 
him at his ease in the second place. He will prob- 
ably like you. 

These rules will be helpful but remember the 
real thing to watch is to sincerely want to like the 
others and have a kindly feeling toward them, Con- 
tinued kindness is one of the most lasting friend- 
ship builders. 

If you have the following habits, people are 
pretty sure not to like you: If you tell them how 
much better you do anything than they can do it; 
if you borrow too often; if you make fun of their 
friends; if you never give the other fellow credit 
but repeat his words as though they were your 
own; if you break your promises; and if you give 
the impression that you are looking out for your- 
self and no one else. I mention these points so you 
will know some of the mistakes to avoid. Part of 
the secret of attracting frinds lies in knowing what 
not to do.

There are two movements at 
work in Canada just now, 
to have a central bank pri-

Both these movements come 
from the Fascist school of 
thought—people who feel quite 
sure that in a time of stress 
control must be in the hands 
of a few men of the master- 
ful class with friendly finan- 
cial affiliations.

AUTO LICENSE 
FIGURES SHOW 
SLIGHT DROP 


Total of 85,250 Issued in 
Alberta During Year 
1933 


Automobile licenses in 
during 1933 totalled 85,250, accord- 
ing to figures compiled on Tuesday 
by Edmund Trowbridge, deputy 
provincial secretary. Of the total! 
71,076 were issued for passenger 
vehicles and 14,174 for trucks. 


The total represents a slight de- 
crease over the 1932 figures, which 
showed 86,010 licenses issued. 

Estimates for the 1934 season are 
for about 90,000, this being the 
number of plates ordered. 

From estimates so far made, it is 
not expected that there will be any 
great decrease in the number of 
licenses taken out in the early part 
of the year. Although renewal of 
plates is due on Jan. 1, the nolice 
will not commence active check-up 
for two or three weeks yel. Due 
notice will be given as to the date 
when action will be taken for those 
failing to have their licenses. 


Those taking out licenses prior 
to April 1 will be levied the full 
amount. From April 1 on there 


will be a 20 per cent reduction and 
from July 1 the reduction will be 
60 per cent,
